Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 , in a method for affixing a reusable fastener that consists of a 

fastener tape and a fastener strip to a baby diaper, the prior art does not teach or make 
obvious the concept of the combination of steps comprising in the first workstation the 
strips are applied without adhesive to a web from which diapers or part of diapers are 
produced and are basted on and merely fixed in place by means of local melting and 
flow processes by means of ultrasound bonding, whereby afterwards the web is passed 
through a spatially separate second workstation, in which the strips are firmly bonded to 
the web by means of cold pressing in the manner claimed by the applicant.
